It is and has been the purpose of the 
miiqiaign of eilucation to show that 
these are some of the consequences that 
would wait npon the adoption of free 
coinage of silver by this country, inde 
pendent of the action of those with 
wlioni we trade, and when these things 
are conclusively proveil we have an 
abiding faith that the intelligence and 
patriotism of Mississippi will be found 
at last on the side of sound money, one 
ot the original and fundamental princi- 
pk« of tlie Democratic jiarty. 

The truth <nn aflurd to be patient: it 
neeils no rhetorical embellishment ; i 
never neeils to appeal to any passion or 
prejudice, it is serenely runfi<lent, at all 
times and in all places, where an intelli- 
gent people is arbiter. The campaign of 
education, therefore, proceeds undis- 
turbed by the fallacy, error and misin- 
formation that now makes the propaganda 
of free silver. The greenback craze was 
popular for a wliile ; the sub-treasury 
plan would have prevaileii in Mississippi 
but for a stalwart and vigoroos presenta- 
tion of the truth ; the cause of free sil- 
ver will shortly follow these explodeil 
fallacies to the limbo of forgetfulness 
and men will wonder how they conid 
have believed in such extravagant folly.

There is no nee<I for more money in 
this country. Tliere is every reason why 
Uie present gold standaril should lie 
niaintaineil. I do not Iielieve in inter- 
national hinietallism, but even if its 
ailoption would lie beneficial to the 
World, the question is now wholly specu- 
lative. Until there is a stronger move- 
ment towanls that end than now exists, 
this country has only one of two courses 
to take— either to retain its present sys- 
tem, which makes the gold dollar the 
standani, or to adopt the South .Ameri- 
can system, which makes the silver dol- 
lar the standard. Mcist of the present 
talk al<out international himetaUisui 
conies from politicians who are trying to 
deceive the jieople, and es|>ecial|y the 
silver men. They are fishing for silver 
votes. But what the silver men want is 
the free coinage ot silver at the ratio 
of 16 to I, and they want tliis country 
to adopt that system iude|ieiidently of 
other nations. They do not care what i 
liatqienH to the commerce of the ixiuntry, I 
nor to the farmer, whose pnsiucta con- j 
stitute the larger |iart of gissls that are j 
sold to foreign countries, so long as they | 
can sell fifty cents’ worth of silver lor a! 
dollar. The international himetailic I 
(siiitician cannot deieive the silver-mine' 
owner, nor can the silver-miiie owner, 1 
trust, dei-eive the farmer, the mechanic, 
the wage-earner, the professional man, 
the nieri-hant, who nmke up the |>eople 
for whose lienefit this country ought to 
be governed. | 

In the txmrse of these iiapc-rs, while 1 1 
have lieen trying to establish the pro|io - 1 
sitions that the-iiioney we neeil is honest , 
nioiiev, the world's money, and, under I 
existing conditions, gold tnoiiev, that the | 
amount we need i'siinut be deteriiiine<l ' 
by (lohticians, hut must lie fixeil by the 
deniaiids of business, and that these de - 1 
mands have shown that we already 
possess more money than we neetl, an<l I 
that the reilundance has cost us dear. I j 
have also shown that prices are not de - 1 
[lendent on money, that the so-calIe<l | 
“denioiietizatioii’’ of silver did not cause 
a fall in prices anil that the I'ountry has 
pnjsiK-reil greatly since 1873, notwith- 
standing the mournful outcries of the 
bimetallists. AVhatever may be the 
present state of the public mind in this 
country on the subject of money, I have 
no doubt ‘.hat reflection and study will 
bring the (leople to tlie conclusions that 
I have reacheil. There is no econoiidc 
prohleni involving a moral issue, that the 
people of the f'iiite<l states have not 
solved on the side of lionesty and com- 
mon-sense, after a full and free discus- 
sion. Such a full and free discussion is 
now in progress on the money question, 
and 1 am confident that the United 
States will nut consent to become one of 
the cheap-tnoney nations of the earth, 
hut will insist on remaining among the 
sound-iuoney nations. — Harjier's Weekly.

SISTERS OF CHARITY. 

Women Full of Good Works and 
Atmsdeeds 



To RIom and Corafurt the 6lek and Ilia* 
treeaed. .Alleviate the Pain and Angntab 
of the Dying, and Relieve the Ne* 
reeeltiea of the Deatlinto— Ur. 
laltoage*a Scrnicm. 

In his sermon at Beatrice, Kcb., Sun- 
day. Rev. Dr. Talraafre. who is now on 
his summer western tour, chose a sub- 
ject that must awaken the sympathies 
of all lovers of humanity, via: Sisters 
of Charity.” The text selected was 
AcLs ix., 30: “The woman was full of 
good works and almsdeeds which she 
did.” 

Starting now where I left off last 
Sabbath in reciting woman’s oppor- 
tiinitie*. I have to say that woman has 
the special and snjierlative right of 
blessing an-t comforting the sick. 
What land, what street, what hou.se 
has not felt the strilings of disease? 
Tens of thousands of sickbeds! U hat 
shall we do with them? Shall man. 
with his rcugh haml and heavy foot 
and impatient hearing, minister? No. 
He can not soothe the pain. He can 
not quiet the nerves. He knows not 
where to set the lighL ilis hand is 
not steady enough to pour out the 
drops. He is not wakeful enough to 
be a watcher. The Ixmltiod sent Miss 
I>ix into the Virginia hospitals, and 
the Maid of Saragossa to appease the 
wounds of the battlefiold, has equip- 
ped wife, mother and daughter for this 
delicate but tremendous mission. 

3'oti have known men who have de- 
spise 1 woman, but the moment di.sease 
fell iipiin them they did not send for 
their friends at the bank, or their part- 
ner in business, or their worldly asso- 
ciates; their first cry was: “Take me to 
my wife.” The dissipated young man 
at the college scoffs at the idea of being 
under home influences; but at the first 
blast of the typhoid fever on his cheek 
he says: ‘’Whore is mother?” Walter 

Scott wrote partly in satire and partly 
in compliment n'hen be said; 

O aomiin. In our bour of case, 
fnccrtaln. co.- anil hard to please: 

When pain and anguish wring the brow, 
A ministering angel tLou 
I think the most (lathctic passage in 
all the Bible is the description of the 
lad who went out to the harvest field 
of Shunem and got sun.striick — throw- 
ing his hands on his temples and cry- 
ing out: "Oh, my head! my headP’ and 
they said: “Carry him to his mother." 
And then the record is: “lie sat on her 
knees till noon, and then died." It is 
an awful thing to lie ill away from 
home in a strange hotel, once in a 
while men coining to look at you. hold- 
ing their hand over their mouth for 
fear that they will catch the conta- 
gion. How roiighiy they turn you in 
bed! How loudly they talk! How you 
long for the ministries of home! I 
knew one such who went away from 
one of the brightest of homes for 
several weeks' business ansence at 
the west. A telegram came at 
midnight that he was on his 
deatlilied. far away from home. By 
express train the wife and daugh- 
ters went westward: but they went 
too late. He feared not to die: but he 
was in an agony to live until bis fam- 
ily got there. He tried to bribe the 
doctor to make him live a little while 
longer. He said: "1 am williing to die, 
but not alone.” Hut the pulses flut- 
tered, the eyes closed and the heart 
stopped. The express trains met in 
the midnight: wife and danghlers go- 
ing westward — lifele.ss remains of hus- 
band and father coming eastward. Oh, 
it was a sad. pitiful, overwhelming 
spectacle! When we are sick we want 
t<» l>e .sick at home. When the time 
c«traes for us to die we want to die at 
home. The room may l>e very humble, 
and the faces that look into ours may 
be very plain; but who cares for that? 
laiviug hands to bathe the teniplea 
Loving voices to .speak go<3d cheer. 
Loving lips to read the comforting 
proini.ses of Jesus. 

In onr last dreadful war men cast 
the cannon; men fashioned the mus- 
ketry; men cried to the ho*ts. “For- 
wanl. march!" men hurled their battal- 
ions on the sharp eilges of the enemy, 
crying. “Charge! charge!" but woman 
scrai»ed the lint: woman administered 
the cordials: woman watched by the 
dying couch; woman wrote the last 
message to the home circle; woman 
wept at the solitary burial, attended 
by herself and four men with a spade. 
We greeteJ the general homo with 
brass liands and triumphal arches, and 
wild huzr.as; but the story is too good 
to be written anywhere, save in the 
chrvmicles of Heaven, of .Mrs Brady, 
who came down among the sick in the 
swamps of the Chickahominy; of Annie 
Kiiss. in the c<K>per shop hospital; of 
•Margaret Breckinridge, who came to 
men who had been for weeks with 
their wounds undres,sed—some*of them 
fnizen to the ground, and when she 
turned them over those who had an 
arm left a-aved it and filled the air 
with their "Ilurrahr’ — of .Mrs. Hodge, 
who came from Chicago with blank- 
ets and with pillows, until the 

men shouted, ‘’Three cheers for 
the Christian Commission! (lod 

bless the women at homeT’ then sit- 
ting down to take the la.st message: 
"Tell my wife not to fret about me, 
but to meet me in Heaven; tell her to 
train up the boys whom we have loved 
so well; tell her we shall meet again in 
the good land; tell her to bear my loss 
like the Christian wife of a Christian 
soldier;” and of Mrs. Shelton, into 
whose face the convalescent soldier 
looked and said, “Your grapes and 
cologne cured me. Men did their tvork 
with shot, and shell, and carbine, and 
howitzer; women did their work with 
socks, and slippera, and bandages, and 
warm drin'iia and Scripture texts, and 
gentle stroking of the hot templea 
and stories of that land where they 
never have any pain. Men knelt down 
over the nounded and said, “On which 
side did you fight?’’ Women knelt 
dotvn over the wounded and said: 
“Where are yon hurt? What nice 
things can 1 make for you to eat? 
What makes you cry? To-night while 
we men are sound a.sleep in our beds, 
there will be a light in yonder loft; 

there will by groaning in that dark 
alley; there will be cries of distress in 
that cellar. Men will sleep, women 
will watch. 

Again: Woman haa a superlative 

right to take care of the poor. There 
are hundreds and thousands of them 
in all our cities There is a kind 
of work that men can not do for th e 
poor. Here comes a group of little 
barefoot children to the door of the 
Dorcas society. They need to be 
clothed and provided for. Which of 
these directors . of the banks would 
know how many yards it would take 
to make that little girl »dre.ss? Which 
of these masculine hands could lit a 
hat to that little girl’s head? Which 
of these wise men would know 
how Ui tie on that new pair 
of shoes? Man sometimes gives 
his charity in a rough way, and it 
falls like the fruit of a tree in the east, 
n’hich fruit comes down so heavily that 
it breaks the skull of the man who is 
tf.ving to gather it. But woman glides 
ao softly into the hon.se of destitution, 
and finds out all the sorrows of the 
place, and puts so quietly the d'onation 
on the table, that all the family come 
out on the front steps as she departs, 
expecting that from under her shawl 
she wiil thrust out two wings and go 
right up toward Heaven, from whence 
she seems to have come down. Oh. 
Chriatian young woman! if yon would 
make yourself happy and win the bless- 
ing of Christ, go out among the desti- 




A loaf of bread or a bundle of socks 
may make a homely load to carry, but 
the angels of God will come ont to 
watch, and the Lord Almighty 
will give His messenger hosts a 
charge, saying: “Ix>ok after that 

woman. Canopy her with yonr wings 
and shelter her from all harm;” and 
while you are seated in the house of 
destitution and suffering, the little 



ones around the room will whisper: 
“Who is she? Ain't she beautiful?” 
and if you listen right sharply you will 
hear dripping down foe leaky roof, 
and rolling over the rotten stairs the 
angel chant that shoo’a Bethlehem: 
“Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earfn peace, good will G) men.” Can 
you tell me why a Christian woman, 
going down among the haunts of 
Iniquity on a Christian errand, never 
meets with any indignity? I stood in 
the chapel of Helen Chalmers, the 
daughter of the celebrated Dr Chal- 
mers, in the most abandoned part of 
the city of Edinburgh, and I said to 
her as I looked around upon the fear- 
ful surroundings of that place: 
‘Do you come here nights to bold 
seryice?” “Oh, yes,” she said. “Can 
it be possible that you never met with 
an insult while performing this Chris- 
tian errand?” “Never,” she said, 
“never.” That yonng woman who has 
her father hy her side walking down 
the street, an arineil policeman at each 
corner of the street, is not so well de- 
fended as that Christian who goes 
forth in Gospel work into the hands of 
iniquity, carrying the Bible and breaiL 
Goil, with the right arm of His wrath 
omnipotent, would tear to pieces any 
one who should offer indignity. He 
would smite him with lightnings, 
and drown him with flood.s, and swal- 
low him with earthquakes, and damn 
him with eternal indignations. Some 
one said: “1 dislike very much to 

see that Christian woman teaching 
those bad b<> a in the mis.sion schooL 
1 am afraid to 1 aveher instruct them.” 
“So,” said ani'lher man, “1 am afraid, 
too.” .Said the first: "I am afraid they 
will use vile language before they 
leave the place.” “Ah.” said the oth- 
er man, “I am not afraid of that. 
What I am afraid of is that if any of 
those boys should use a bail word in 
that presence the other boys would 
tear him to pieces and kill him on the 
spoL” That woman is best sheltered 
who is sheltered by omnipotence, and 
it is always safe to go where God tells 
you to go. It seems as if the Lord had 
ordained woman for an especial 
work in the solicitation of charities 
Backed up by barrels in which there is 
no flour, and by stoves in which there 
is no fire, and wardrobes in which 
there are no clothes, a woman is irre- 
sistible. I'assing on her errand. God 
says to her: “You go into that bank, or 
store, or shop, and get the money." 
She goes in and gets it. The man is 
hard-fisted, but he gets it. .She can 
not help but get it. It is decreed from 
eternity she should get iL No need of 
your turning your back and pretend- 
ing yon don’t hear; j’ou do hear. 
There is no need of yon saying 
you are begged to death. There is 
no need of you wasting your time, and 
you might as well submit first as last. 
You had better right away take down 
your cheek-book, mark the number of 
the chock, fill up the blank, sign your 
name and hand it to her. There is no 
need of yon wasting tim*e. Those poor 
children on the back street have been 
hungry long enough. That sick man 
must have some farina. That con- 
sumptive must have something to ease 
his cough. I met this delegate of a re- 
lief society coming out of the store of 
such a hard-fisted man, and I say: “Did 
you get the money?” “Of course,” she 
8Jiy>; “I got the money: that’s what I 
went for. The Lord told me to go in 
and get it. and He never .sends me on a 
fool’s errand.” 

Again: 1 liave to tell you that it is 

woman’s specific right to comfort un- 
der the stress of dire disaster. She is 
calleii the wea'iter vessel; but all pro- 
fane as well as sacretl history attests 
that when tlie crisis comes she is better 
prcjiared tlian man to meet the enier- 
I gency. Ibiw often you have seen a 
woman who seemeil to be a dLsciple of 
frivolity and indolence, who, under 
one stroke of calamity, changed to a 
licroine Oh. what a great mistake 
those business men make who never 
tell their Imsiness troubles to their 
wives! Tliere comes some great lo.ss 
to their store, or some of their com- 
panions in business play them a sad 
trick, and they carry the burden all 
! alone. He is asked in the hou.sehold 
i again and again: “What is the mat- 

I ter'.’” Biit|,he believes it a sort of 
' Christian duty to keep all that trouble 
I within his own soul. Oh, sir! your 
i fir.st duty was to tell your wife all 
j a'nout iL She, perhaps, might not have 
j disentangled your finances, orextendci 
, your credit, but she would have heliKHi 
you to bear misfortune. 

You have no right to carry on one 
shoulder that which is intended for 
two. There are business men who 
I know what I mean. There comes u 
crisis in your affairs. You strngglo 
bravely and long; but after a wliile 
there comes a day when you say: 
“Here I shall have to stop.” and you 
call in your partners, and you call in 
the most prominent men in your em- 
ploy, and you say: “We have to stop.” 

You leave the store suddenly. You 
can scarcely make up your mind to 
pass through fne street and over on the 
bridge or on the ferry boaL You feel 
every bixly will be looking at you, and 
blaming you, and denouncing you. 
You hasten home. You tell your wife 
all about the affair. What does she 
say? Does she play the butterfly? I'loes 
she talk about the silks, and the rib- 
bons, and the fashions? No. She 
comes up to the emergency. She 
quails not under the stroke. She 
helps you to begin to plan right 
away. She offers to go out of 
the comfortable house into a smaller 
one, and wear the old cloak another 
winter. She is the one who under- 
stands your affairs without hlatuing 
you. You look upon what you thought 
was a thin, weak woman's arm holti- 
iug you up; but while you look at that 
arm there comes into the feeble 
muscles of it the strength of the eter- 
nal God. No chiding. No fretting. 
No telling you about the beautiful 
house of her father, from which you 
brought her, ten. twenty, or thirty 
years ago. You say. “Well this is the 
happiest day of my life. I am glad I 
have got from under my burden. My 
wife don’t care. I don’t care.” At the 
moment you were utterly exhausted, 
God sent a Deborah to meet the host 
of the Amalekitea, and scatter them 
like chaff over the plain. 

There are sometimes women who sit 
reading sentimental novels, and w’uo 
wish tliat they had some grand field in 
which to display their Christian pow- 
ers. Oh, what grand and glorious 
things they could do if they oniy had 
an opportunity! My sister, you need 
not wait for any such time. A crUis 
will come in yonr affairs. There will 
lie a Thermopylae in your otvn hon.se- 
hold, where God will tell you to stand. 
There are hundreds of households 
where as much courage is demanded 
of woman as was exhibited by Grace 
Darling, or Mary Antoinette, or Joan 
of Arc. 

Woman is further endowed to bring 
ns into the kingdom of Heaven. It ia 
easier for a woman to be a Christian 
than for a man. Why? You say she ia 
weaker. No; her heart is more re.spon- 
sive to the pleadings of divine love. 
The fact that she can more easily be- 
come a Christian I p ovj by the state- 
ment that three-founhs of the mem- 
bers of the cl.n ches n all Christen- 
dom are women. So God app linLs them 
to be the chief agen-’ es for bringin * 
this world back to liod. Tiie gr<-atest 
sermons are not preached on c-lebrated 
platforms; they are preached with an 
audience of two or three and in private 
home life. A patienL loving, Christian 
demeanor in the presence of transgres- 
sion, in the presence of hardness, in the 
presence of obdnracy and crime, is an 
argument from the force of which no 
man can escape. 

Lastly, one of the specific rights of 
woman is, through the grace of Christ, 
finally to reach Heaven. Oh, what a 
multitude of women in Heaven! 
Mary, Christ’s mother, in Heaven; 
Elizabeth Fry in Heaven; Charlotte 
Elizabeth in Heaven; the mother of 
Augustine in Heaven; the countess of 
Huntingdon— who sold her splendid 
jewels to build chapels — in Uesven, 
while a great many others who have 



never been heard from on earth, or I 
known bnt little, have gone to the rest ^ 
and peace of Heaven. What a restl 
What a change it was from the 
small room, with no fire and 
one window. the glass brok- 
en ont and the aching side 
and worn-out eyes, to the “house^ of . 
many raansionsr* No more stitching _ 
until 12 o’clock at night, no more 
thrusting of the thumb by the employ- 
er through the work to show that it 
was not done quite right Plenty of 
bread at last Heaven for aching 
heads Heaven for broken hearts, j 
Heaven for anguish-bitten frames. 
No more sitting up until midnight for ^ 
the coming of staggering steps No 
more rough blows across the temples 
No more sharp, keen, bitter curse.s. 
Some of you will have no rest in this i 
world. It will be toll and struggle 
and suffering all the way up. \ou 
will have to stand at your door fight- 
ing back the wolf with yonr own hand, 
red with carnage. But God hs* a crown 
for you. I want you to realize that | 
He is now making it, and whenever you 
weep a tear. He sets another gem in 
that crown; whenever you hare a pang 
of body or soul. He puts another gem 
in that crown, until after awhile, in 
all the tiara there will be no room for 
another splendor, and God will say to 
His angel; ’’The crown is done; let her | 
up that she may wear it” And as the ■ 
Lord of righteousness puts the crown 
upon j’our brow, angel will cry to an- 
gel, ‘‘Who is she?’’ And Christ will 
say: “I will tell yon who she ia She 
is the one that came up ont of great 
tribulation, and had her robe washed 
and made white in the bltKid of the 
Lamb.” And then God will spread a 
banquet and will invite all the princi- 
palities of Heaven to sit at the feast 
and the tables will blnsh with the b.sst 
cluster from the vineyards of God, and 
crimson with the twelve manner of 
fruits from the tree of life, and waters 
from the fountain of the rock will flash 
from the golden tankards; and the old 
harpers of Heaven will sit there, mak- 
ing music with their harps; and Christ 
will piiint you out amid the celebrit- 
ies of Heaven, saying; “She suffered 
with me on earth, now we are going to 
be glorified together.” And the ban- 
queters, no longer able to hold their 
peace, will break forth with congratu- 
lation: “Hail! Haiir’ And there will 
be handwritings on the wall— not such 
as struck the Persian noblemen with 
horror, but with fire-tipped fingers, 
writing in blazing capitals of I’ght and 
love and victory: “Go-l has wiped away 
all tears from all faces.” 

R ESIGN S. 

The Rosebery Government Yields 
Up the Ghost, 

Lord Salisbury Will Be Summoned to 
Form a Ministry. 

6f r. C'haniberlatn I* Said to th« R#itl I>o- 

ttroyrr of 1h» (iovrrnnient •net 1* 

of the Mtufition— l.^rd Ko»elirryr** 
K«*eiRii»tlun a* Accepted. 

Iaixixix, .Tune 24. — It is oflicially an- 
nounced that the Roselwry govern- 
ment will resign. Ixinl Salisbury will 
be su-nmoned by the queen to form a 
ministry, and his cabinet will proceed 
with the routine business of the house, 
obtain provisional supplies and then 
dissolve parliament It is expected 
that the elections will take place July 
10 . 

The second meeting of the cabinet 
Faturday l>egan at 4 o’clock and lasted 
until .^:4.■■s The meeting was held to 
decide whether the government should 
resign or dissolve parliament It was 
decided to resign. 

After dinner at Windsor c.istle Satur- 
day night Lonl Bosebery had a long 
private audience with the queen and 
communicated to her the decision ar- 
rived at hj’ the government The 
length of the cabinet’s deliberations 
was due to the attitude of Mr. Herbert 
Astjuith. the home secretary, and Mr. 
John Morley, chief secretary for Ire- 
land. who strongly opposed any step 
involving cither resignation or dis- 
solution. Thev argued that in view of 
the stage of the debates on the Welsh 
disestablishment and Irish land bills 
the government ought to pass both in- 
to laws. 

This ministry, with the exception of 
I/ord Ko.sobery as prime minister, anil 
the earl of Kimberly as foreign minis- 
ter, was formed by Mr. Gladstone in 
August. 1S'.I2. when he became prime 
minister for the fourth time. March 1, 
is;i4, Mr. tiladstone made his last 
sp»-ech in the house of commons as 
prime minister. The next day his 
resignation was made public, the 
chief cause of his retirement being 
the discovery that he was suffer- 
ing from cataract in both eyes. 
March 3 he had an audience with the 
qneen and gave up the office. I,ord 
Rosebery held the post of foreign sec- 
retary in this (.Mr. Gladstone’s) cabinet, 
and succeeded 'him as prime minister. 
Two or three changes were then made 
in the cabinet by the transposition of 
memliers to different offices. It has 
been often stated, and as often denied, 
that Lord Rosebery was anxious to 
drop the cares of office and it was 
thought probable that he would retire 
during his illness, without waiting for 
an adverse vote in the house of com- 
n ons. 

The Chronical (liberal) says that Mr. 
Chamberlain is the real destroyer of 
the government and that he is virtual 
master of the situation. 

The Daily Telegraph (liberal) says 
that the British p^eople will not con- 
cern themselves with the technical and 
tactical a.spects of the great appeal 
now to be made to the country, but 
will pronounce the inevitable sentence 
on a weak and dangerous adminUtra- 
tion for what it has done and left un- 
done. 

The Morning I*o-st, in its comments 
Monday on the resignation uftbcRose- 
Ix'rry cabinet, says: 

Thus falls the rump of the Gladstone 
admini.stration. Where is the revolu- 
tionary resolution against the house of 
lords? 

The Daily New.s, the organ ot the liber- 
als, says, that the queen accepted Lord 
Rosebery’s resignation as she did that 
of Gladstone — without the expression 
of reluctance with which she favored 
I»rd .Salisbury when he retired from 
office.

One night four men on horse- 
back wore returning to their homes, 
when all at once their horses stopped 
and a low growl was heard just ahead. 
They had followed a narrow path 
through a dense forest for quite a dis- 
tance and were not far from their 
homes, and the thonght of encounter- 
ing a j«»ck of wolves was not at all 
pleasant. In thoae flays the thought- 
ful traveler usually earrieil a Hint, a 
steel, some knots of pine and a few 
bnmlles of hickory l>ark, so that if the 
darkness should overtake him and he 
necflcd a torch he would have the nec- 
essary materials at hand with which to 
make one. Each one knew th.at a wolf 
was near, and they thought that p*ie>si- 
bly there might be a number of them. 
Robert Dane soon ha<i a brilliant 
torch, and he went about twen- 
ty feet in the direction from 
which the noise had come, tvhen he 
saw a large gray wolf in the agonies of 
death. She liad evidently been wonuded 
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shot upward. In a very’ few momenta 
the field aliont the well was covered 
several inches deep with petroleum. 
Within three or fonr hours the ditches 
for miles around were overflowing with 
oil. Dams were constructed in order 
that the prixluet might l»c estimau-d, 
bnt these were overflowed and swept 
away as rapidly as built Some persons 
living in the vicinity, alarmed at the 
spectacle, packetl their hou.sehold goods 
and Ued. The Ituekeye pumping sta- 
tion, a mile distant, was compelled to 
extinguish its fires on account of the 
g^ and all other fires within the dis- 
trict were put out

Flowed I ourtevo and a Half Million Gal- 
lon. in a- Day. 

The Kirkbridge No. 1 oil well, of 
which we give an illustration, is lo- 
cated in Madison township.
